He drops into the 
present tense while writing of Pick- 
ett's charge and you feel you are at 
his shoulder watching the Confeder- 
ates coming across the field." 


"One 
Of The Classics" 


Lt. Haskell was a Wisconsin 


soldier-writer, who was in the midst 
of much of the battle of Gettysburg 
on the second and third day. He 
wrote his description of the battle 
in various army bivouacs while serv- 
ing with the troops and rising in 
rank to colonel. He was killed at 
the battle of Cold Harbor while 
commanding the 36th Wisconsin 
Regiment as a colonel for the first 
time and has book on Gettysburg 
was printed after his death in "a 
small edition, perhaps about 2,500 
books," Catton said Saturday during 
an interview at the Hotel Gettys- 
burg. 


Catton termed Haskell's book "one 


of the classics," and held that "no 
one can get the complete picture 
without reading Haskell because his 
narrative fills in areas left un-

"WORST STORM" 
IN FORTY YEARS, 
CLUCK REPORTS 


At one time during the recent 


storm upwards of 4,000 of the 6,346 
members of the Adams Electric 
Cooperative were without power, 
Manager C. Cluck told more than 
300 members gathered 
for 
the 


annual meeting of the cooperative 
Saturday 
at 
Gettysburg 
High 


School. 


The storm "was tne worst thing 


I've 
experienced in 40 years of 


service with electrical companies," 
Cluck said. "It was an act of God. 
We had built lines that would stand 
up against almost anything — but 
not the weight of that snow. More 
than 400 lines burned out when the 
snow dragged down lines and then 
fell off, twirling the lines around 
other lines and hopelessly entan- 
gling everything. And trees in great 
numbers came crashing down over 
the lines. During Thursday of the 
storm our men worked faster than 
they ever had in their lives and by 
the tune Thursday was ended we 
were in worse shape than before the 
men began to work. As fast as they 
put lines back in others came down. 
Sometimes they would no more than 
gee a line back into service until a 
tree would topple over and the line 
was down again. 


"The worst was in York County 


where the snows got so deep and 
heavy that our trucks could not get 
in and at times even tractors bogged 
down as members sought to help us 
get in to the lines I want to thank 
members for their patience and for 
their help. There were many lines 
we coulc* not have gotten to without 
the help of members with tractors." 


Cluck':, annual report showed the 


number of members of the coopera- 
tive increased by 162 during the last 
year to 6,346; the miles of

MARCH BOOSTS 
WINTER'S SNOW 
TOTAL TO 36 IN, 


The snowiest March in Gettys- 


burg since 1942 and the third high- 
est snow record for the month in 
55 years went into local weather 
annals today. 


There were 20 inches of snow here 


this smoth and that mark has been 
topped only by March, 1942, when 
there were 25 inches and March of 
1924 which had 22 inches 


The March snows brought the cur- 


rent total for the 1957-58 winter to 
36.5 inches and that's the highest 
since 1941-42 when the total was 
37 inches. The all-time record here 
is held by the winter of 1917-18 when 
the total was over five feet. 


Whether all of this winter's snows 


have been measured remains un- 
certain into April. Records show 
that no measurable snows have fall- 
en here in April since 1935, but 
there have been April snows that 
measured up to 10 inches. That rec- 
ord was set in 1918. 


Cold And Wet 


Besides getting so much snow, 


March registered 
below average 


temperatures and an excess of 1.18 
inches of precipitation, much of it 
in the form of snow. It was the 
wettest March in three years and 
the coldest since 1956. 


Average daily high temperatures 


were 45.55 degrees in March while 
the lows averaged 312 degrees, mak- 
ing the month's average tempera- 
ture 38.37 degrees. Normal for March 
here is 40.6 degrees, so that on the 
average each day was 2.23 degrees 
colder than normal March weather. 
Eighteen days this months saw 
freezing temperatures 
but above 


freezing readings were taken every 
day also. 


The temperature range for the 


month was from 24 degrees on 
March 13 to 56 degrees last Sat- 
urday afternoon. 


Extra Moisture 


There were 4 47 inches of water 


in the form of rain, sleet and snow 
here this month. Normal for March 
is 3.29 inches so the month added 
1.18 inches to the 1958 accumulation. 
The three-month total on precipi- 
tation is 11.4 inches which is 236 
inches above normal for the first 
quarter of the year.

the attorney general as soon as 
possible to explain where the re- 
ports have originated. He said one 
mem'ber of the federation has 
documented several cases of in- 
timidation of licensing agents.

donations into political war chests

"If they (the agents) fail to

A Rainy Night 


How grateful I was for this faith 
when the accident happened Two 
years ago in June, my date and

There 
was a silt on the left side at the 
level where sn eye should have 
been. There were two other little 
holes in the white gauze ball: one 
for my mouth and one right above 
in

breathing. 
I 
touched 
the 
bandage 
with 
my 
fingers No pain. 
Overwhelming 
gratitude surged 
within me and I prayed: “ Thank 
you. God. for letting me live. If 
the sight Ls gone from my right 
eye, thanks for the left one. If 
I’m left ugly and repulsive to look 
at. I won't carp; I can still look 
out 
on 
what’s 
beautiful 
around 
me. I can walk, I can think, I 
can hear — I’m aliv e!” 
Later, as I lay in that hospital 
bed, 
I 
tried 
to 
analyze 
why I 
wasn’t filled with a deep dread 
that I would be ugly. 
Maybe my lack of fear was be­ 
cause I had been told — and be­ 
lieved — that you don’t bargain 
with God. I was just grateful for 
what 
could have 
happened 
and 
didn t. I’m no Pollyanna, but I was 
certain that God planned to teach 
me something through this acci­ 
dent. In any case. I decided that 
whatever God wanted me to know, 
He’d show me and lead me to 
whatever work was laid out for 
me — however different from all 
my former plans. 


Strips Of Tape 


After I left the hospital, the big 
bandage

I had to 
keep mv face Immobile, because 
water and perspiration could have 
ruined the skilled surgery. 
For seven weeks the tape was 
changed every other day.

The final selection was to be made 
the following September in Asbury 
Park, New Jersey. 
When hospitalized in June with 
what I felt sure would be dis­ 
figuring injuries, the idea of partic­ 
ipating three months later in a 
“ Queen” contest seemed ridiculous. 
“ Wait until late sum m er before 
withdrawing,” I was advised. “ You 
never can tell. . . 
Towards the end of July, the 
doctor took the tapes off my face, 
and I was at last able to see how 
good God had been to me — and, 
of course, what the surgeon’* skill 
had performed. There w ere five tiny 
scars — the only traces of injury- 
left 
to a 
face which had been 
peppered and gashed by jagged 
glass. 


In A Contest 


A year ago last September, as 
I stood with 27 other college girls 
on the great stage at Asbury Park's 
Convention Hall, I still could hard­ 
ly believe that my recoveiy had 
been so quick and complete. All 
of us had gone through prelimi­ 
nary screenings.

A Rainy Night

turn, the brakes suddenly locked, 
and

through the windshield, shatter- 
ing the glass. 


Two days later, when I awaken- 


ed, my mind was clear. I could 
feel bandages encasing my face 
and head; my right leg was stiff 
and sore. 


I got cautiously out of bed and 


made my way to the mirror. My 
head was one big bandage. There 
was a slit on the left side at the 
level where an eye should have 
been. There were two other little 
holes in the white gauze ball: one 
for my mouth and one right above 
in the center for breathing. 
I 


touched 
the bandage with my 


fingers. No pain. 


Overwhelming gratitude surged 


within me and I prayed: '-Thank 
you, God. for letting me live. If 
the sight is gone from my right 
eye, thanks for the left one. If 
I'm left ugly and repulsive to look 
at. I won't care; I can still look 
out on what's beautiful 
around 


me. I can walk, I can think, I 
can hear — I'm alive!" 


Later, as I lay in that hospital 


bed, 
I tried to analyze why I 


wasn't filled with a deep dread 
that I would be uslv. 


Maybe my lack of fear was be- 


cause I had been told — and be- 
lieved — that you don't bargain 
with God. I was just grateful for 
what could have happened and 
didn't.

Strips Of Tape 


After I left the hospital, the big

permanent wave solution has been 
decided in favor of a man who 
says he discovered 
the formula 


by chance. 


Harry Martin of Monroe, N.Y., 


once a cleaner and dyer, was 
ruled the originator of the home- 
permanent solution on Friday by 
Federal Judge Sterlin Hutcheson. 


Both Martin and Dr. Everette 


G. McDonough, a Yonkers, NY 
chemist, 
claimed 
to have 
in- 


vented the solution, now widely 
used in home permanent kits and 
many beauty salons. 


Judge Hutcheson ruled Martin 


invented the solution before 1940 
while McDonough arrived at the 
formula shortly before he applied 
for a patent in 1941. 


Martin said by telephone from 


Monroe Friday night that when he 
first 
hit 
on 
the 
formula, 
he 


thought he'd use it to make 
crease-proof pants. 


Rained Overcoat 


"It all began when I ruined a 


woolen overcoat," said 
Martin, 


recalling the days—more than 20 
years ago—when he was a clean- 
er and dyer in Middletown, N.Y. 


'I was supposed to dye the 


coat. I did dye it—but when I was 
finished, there were creases in it. 


I couldn't take them out. I said 


to myself, 'I can make crease-proof 
pants.'-" 


Later, Martin said, "a friend of 


mine in the beauty business" sug- 
gested he utilize the formula for 
permanent waves. 


Martin said he also holds pat- 


ents on "permanent wave pills" 
which dissolve to form a cold- 
wave solution, but hasn't put them 
on the market. 


Briefs in the lawsuit here indi- 


cated the annual sales of cold- 
wave preparations total about 100 
million dollars, but Martin said 
-the figure is actually twice that. 


His lawyers figure the judge's 


decision will mean from one to 
five million dollars a year to 
Martin.

strike is "really a disgrace." 


Chairman McClellan D-(Ark) of 


the special S e n a t e committee 
called an unusual Saturday ses- 
sion in an effort to conclude Reu- 
ther's testimony and wind up the 
month — long investigation of vio- 
lence in the Koliler dispute. 


Reuther is president of the Unit- 


ed Auto Workers which nearly 
four years ago went on 
strike 


against the Kohler Co., a Wiscon- 
sin maker of plumbing fixtures 
He has conceded that some UAW 
members engaged in violence, but 
he said the violence was provoked 
by the company. 


"Loaded With Politics" 


McClellan said he plans to let 


the sometimes angry sparring be- 
tween Reuther and Sens. Goldwa- 
ter (R-Anz) and Curtis (R-Neb) 
run "to the end of the day or the 
end of the hearing, whichever 
comes first." 


Reuther said in advance of to- 


day's session that the whole in- 
quiry, in his words, is loaded with 
politics. 


"This is really a disgrace," he 


told newsmen. 


Reuther said it is "a lot of non- 


sense" for sensators to 
devote 


time to the Kohler case while, 
Congress is trying to solve the 
problems of more than five mil- 
lion unemployed, the farm issue 
and "the Communist threat." 


The even-tempered tone of Reu- 


ther's testimony ended 
suddenly 


on Friday when he accused Gold- 
water of attempting a "smear."

his vest pocket" and that gang- 
sters were beating and actually 
killing UAW members.

On the job. he is soft-spoken and

Eisenhov.'ei on all his trips out of 
Washington and who is well known 
in Gettysburg, has been njmed 
dean of the \Vhite House corre- 
spondents. JRe succeeds Merriman 
Smith who has, been transferred to 
another Washington beat. 


The new assignment is called the 


"Thank You Mr. President" because 
as dean of the reporters Mr. Arrow- 
smith will officially close all press 
conferences with the President.

Mr. Arrowsmith, 44, father of 


seven children, is one of the best 
known 
reporters 
in government 


circles. President Eisenhower and 
officials in all federal agencies con- 
sider him a hardworking, consci- 
entious newsman who is always 
polite, yet aggressive. 


On the job. he is soft-spoken and 


rather diffident, but his six-foot 
frame has a way of forgoing into 
the front line when — as at the 
breakup of a Senate committee 
hearing or a White House confer- 
ence — the best story often goes 
to the reporter who gets to the news 
Source first.

Mr. Arrowsmith is one of the few 


newsmen who has eaten fried fish 
cooked by a President of the United 
States. That occurred in 1953 during 
President Eisenhower's vacation in 
Colorado. "Marv" accepted and con- 
sumed thu Ike-cooked trout with 
his usual air of quiet enjoyment. 
Gen. rasenhower never knew that, 
unaware a few correspondents would 
be invited to the fish fry, Mr. 
Arrowsmith had stayed his hunger 
copiously if somewhat indigestlbly j 
with cheeseburgers only a few min- 


utes before. 


Mr. Arrowsmith was born in De- 


troit, Aug. 8, 1913, and was gradu- 
ated from the University of Michi- 
gan in 1935. His journalistic career 
began in the eighth grade when 
the school's athletic director, elatet 
over an unexpected victory, asked 
"Marv" to writs a story about i 
for the parish paper. 


Editor Of School Paper 


"I did, it got printed and I hat 


the virus — never been able to 
shake it." Mr. Arrowsmith says. 


He became editor of his high 


school and college papers, and helped 
pay college expenses by part-time 
reporting and composing room work 
for Detroit newspapers. After a post- 
college spell of public relations work 
some of it for the Ford Motor Co. 
he joined the Associated Press at 
Detroit in 1942. 


Mr. Arrowsmith soon took over 


the AP' Grand Rapids bureau and 
late in 1943, was transferred 
to 


Washington. His baptism of fire was 
quick and hot, for his first assign- 
ment was covering a flock of war 
agencies including the Office of 
Price Administration, then at its 
peak of rationing and price control 
Those were subjects of keen inter- 
est to everybody and it wasn't un- 
common for queries to reach him bv 
telephone at all hours of the night 


40 Minntes For A Word 


Switching in 1946 to the Senate 


staff, his hard-driving, careful re- 
porting soon built a substantial 
reputation. One of his colleagues 
recalls Mr. Arrowsmith sweating 40 
minutes over one word in a story to 
make sure it presented the situation 
accurately witahout editorializing. 


Mr. Arrowsmith covered the Re- 


publican convention in 1948 and 
Jien reported the activities of Thom- 
as E. Dewey in his unsuccessful 
campaign for the presidency. Again 
in 1952 and 1956 Mr. Arrowsmith 
was in the heat of the presidential 
campaigns.

and bar any reduction in support: 
for some other commodites. 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson 


has urged veto of the freeze bill. 
He said

props would aggravate overpro- 
duction and make it harder to sell 
farm products. 


"Highly Gratifying:" 


Benson hailed the March price 


surge 
as 
"highly 
gratifying." 


While conceding it is partly sea-

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SAYS SCHOOLS 
IN USSR DON'T 
SURPASS OURS 


While "It is time for Americans 


to take education much more seri- 
ously," American education does not 
compare 
unfavorably 
with 
the 


Soviet system, Dr. Russell S. Rosen- 
berger, professor of education at 
Gettysburg College, told the Ro- 
tary club at its meeting Monday 
evening in the YWCA. 


A comparison of hours taught 


indicates that the American stu- 
dent in his 12 years from first grade 
through high school senior spends 
as many hours in school as the 
Russian child does in his ten-year 
school, from age even to 17, Dr. 
Rosenberger said. "But ours is a 
more advanced culture and I think 
we can take the extra time. The 
Russians are hurrying to catch up." 
He read an extract from a speech 
by Stalin attributing the defeats 
of Russia at various times to "back- 
wardness" and urging a speedup 
in education. 


"But 
while the 
Russians 
are 


speeding up their education in or- 
der to equal or surpass us, it is 
up to us to take our education 
more seriously in order to keep 
ahead. I do not think we should 
change our educational system, I 
think we merely need a different 
attitude toward it. Our students 
need to consider the matter more 
seriously, be more determined to 
gain more by the education offered. 


Start Early Here, Too 


"Comparisons between the Rus- 


sian and American educational sys- 
tems usually lead to statements that 
the Russians are providing more 
training in science than is offered 
in American schools. 


"What disturbs us is that they 


start the study of science so early. 
But in making the comparison we 
lose sight of the fact that we have 
general 
science 
throughout 
our 


schools. I looked through one <t 
our sixth grade general science 
books r e c e n t l y 
and I 
find 


that 
physics, 
chemistry, etc., 


are being taught in our sixth grades. 
They are not labelled as such. In- 
stead the titles of the chapters a~e 
such things as 'How Seeds Grow.' 
'How The Rain Falls/ "The Air We 
Breath.' etc."' 


"Another heading was "How Mag- 


netism Is Used in the Home and

It work* against clots which are 
no m ore than five days old, Dr. 
Julian Ambrus told science w rit­ 
ers on an American Cancer Soci­ 
ety visit to m ajor cancer research 
centers 
I ts much less effective 
against older clots, or fails alto­ 
gether to dissolve them . 
'T he new agent is different from 


another chem ical recently report­ 
ed in Boston as a prom ising anti­ 
clot drug. T hat chem ical was de­ 
rived from molds.)

RPM I IO was found during tests 
of 50 plasm in preparations. Radio­ 
active blood clots were created in 
arteries

H eart attacks and brain strokes 
often come from blockage of a r­ 
teries by clots.

Newly Found Chemical Used 
To Dissolve Blood Clots

BUFFALO, N.Y. (ffl — Danger- 


ous blood clots are safely melted 
away by shots of a newlyfound 
chemical, scientists reported to- 
day. 


It has done a good job in dis- 


solving clots blocking blood ves- 
sels in the legs of 35 patients. 


Next it will be tested against 


clots blocking arteries bringing 
blood to the heart muscle. Such 
blockage causes coronary attacks. 


Works Against Clots 


This chemical is a normal part 


of human and cow blood, and is 
known as Plasmin RPMI 10. RPMI 
means Roswell Park Memorial In- 
stitute. 


It works against clots which are 


no more than five days old, Dr. 
Julian Ambrus told science writ- 
ers on an American Cancer Soci- 
ety visit to major cancer research 
centers. It's much less effective 
against older clots, or fails alto- 
gether to dissolve them. 


(The new agent is different from 


another chemical recently report- 
ed in Boston as a promising anti- 
clot drag. That chemical was de- 
rived from molds.) 


Dissolved Clots 


RPMI 10 was found during tests 


of 50 plasmin preparations. Radio- 
active blood clots were created in 
arteries of dogs and monkeys, 
then the drug was injected. Geiger 
counters measured how fast the 
radioactive clot disappeared. 


Heart attacks and brain strokes 


often come from blockage of ar- 
teries by clots. The new agent 
might dissolve them quickly, to 
minimize the long-term damage, 
but it could not prevent the initial 
damage done when a clot halts the 
blood flow, it might well prevent 
later and more serious or fatal 
clots. 


The research was conducted by 


Dr. Ambrus, his wife, Dr. Clara 
Ambrus, and Doctors J. E. Sokal, 
C. Markus, N. Beck and G- E. 
Collins.

were 24 accidents in which two 
were killed, 13 injured and dam- 
age was $19.165. 


The reports show the 
officers 


have made 446 arrests for motor 
code violations so far this year, 
150 in March, 136 In February and 
160 in January. They have driven 
a total of 93.040 miles in making 
1,009 patrols of the county's high- 
ways. A 
total 
of 373 of those 


patrols were made in March. 


The report ohows $4,524.27 in 


stolen property recovered by the 
officers so far this year includ- 
ing three stolen cars, one in each 
month, valued at $4,425. The re-

Industry.' The titles- did not say 
the children were studying biology, 
chemistry, physics, meteorology, and 
other sciences, but by the time the 
students understood how magnetism 
operates, how plants grow, how the 
rain is caused, they had secured 
a pretty good groundwork in chem- 
istry, physics, biology and other 
sciences. While it does not appear 
on the curriculum as such I would 
say that we start teaching science 
in the fourth grade, and perhaps 
in the third grade. 


"The American child, while he may

chemistry, physics, etc., apparently 
has a pretty good knowledge of 
the fundamentals of science by the 
time he reaches seventh grade. 


Doesn't Want USSR System 


"The Russians give more training 


in foreign languages than we do.

They 
are ahead of us there. And in the 
non-Russian speaking sections of 
the Soviet, Russian is taught.

Los Angeles Ope, the National 
Open, the Masters, the Houston 
Tournament and the Dallas Open. 


"None of these purses are over 


$50,000," he said. "Why should we 
have to pay a heavy penalty be- 
cause we have been the world's 
richest golf tournament?"

WISCONSIN MAN 
AND SON KILLED 
IN PLANE CRASH 


CARLISLE, Pa. WV-Chril Aero- 


nautics Administration and state 
police Investigators today swung 
Into their investigation of the 
crash of & small private plane 
near here yesterday in which a 
Wisconsin businessman and his 
son were kille^d,. 


The left wing and tail section of 


the plane broke off before the 
plane dove almost vertically into 
the ground a-bout five miles north- 
east of here. 


The pilot, Donald Robert Lari- 


mer, 43, of Burlington, Wis , and 
his son, Donald Jr., about 13, 
were killed. 


Larimer was identified as an of- 


ficial of the General Crystal Co. 
of Burlington. 


The plane crashed shortly after 


the pilot asked the CAA tower at 
the Harrisburg State Airport for 
permission to land. 


Flyln* At 6,000 Feet 


The CAA said the plane was fly- 


ing at about 6,000 feet when it 
contacted the control tower. It 
said the weather was of the typ* 
that would require use of instru- 
ments for a landing and that the 
plane was equipped with such in- 
struments. 


The wing and tall section were 


found separately 
about a mile 


from the rest of the wreckage 


The plane was registered in the 


name of the Anderson Ah- Activi- 
ties, Inc, Milwaukee. 


Investigators made only a brief 


check of the crash scene yester- 
day. They plan a more thorough 
examination of the wreckage, of 
weather data, of the recording of 
the pilot's conversation with the 
Harrlsburg tower and other nec- 
essary data in an effort to deter- 
mine the cause of the crash.

Loss Of 114 Lives 


Since 1875. at least 24 large ves- 


sels and a hundred small pleas- 
ure and fishing craft have been 
damaged and destroyed by the 
two volcanic sentinels—with a. loss 
of at least 114 lives. 


They played another dreadful 


role. The story goes that Yuculta 
Indians left, squaws caught cheat- 
ing on their husbands on the rockj 
pinnacles — then apparently closer 
to the surface than the present 9- 
foot minimum clearance—at low* 
tide. They were swept to their 
deaths by the rising waters. 


Yuculta legend also has it that 


braves demonstrated their cour- 
age by standing atop the rocks at 
low water while their pedestal 
•vibrated perilously beneath them. 


Despite the penious rocks, some 


1,500 to 2,000 large passenger and 
freight vessels- use the passage 
each year, along with 5,000 small- 
er boats. They carry 175,000 per- 
sons and 107 million dollars worth 
of cargo over what is known as 
the Inside Passage. The route cuts 
hundreds of miles on the stormy 
North Pacific for the ships travel- 
Ing between Vancouver or the 
Puget Sound ports of Seattle, 
Bremerton, Tacoma or Olympia 
and northern destinations.

they must visit the county ASC 
office to check the opportunities 
and advantages for their farm and 
then make their own decision. 


"The minimum contract is for 


three years, where land to be put 
in the program already has ap- 
proved 
permanent cover. When 


cover has to be established, a water- 
storage dam built or wildlife shelter 
planted, the contract may be for 
five or ten years. If forest trees 
are to be planted the contract must 
be for ten years. A per-acre rental 
will be made each year, varying 
from farm to farm depending on 
productivity, land value, etc. And 
in case of five and ten year con- 
tracts the government will pay up 
to 80 per cent of the cost of estab- 
lishing an approved conservation 
practice on the designated conser- 
vation reserve. 


Some Roles Changed 


"Rules last year that if wildlife 


organizations help with the cost of 
a wildlife habitat practice federal 
payments could not be made have 
been changed," Miller said. This 
year there is a special provision 
to allow private individuals and 
organizations to assist farmers in 
establishing practices which are of 
special benefit to wildlife and the 
non-federal help will make no 
difference in the federal payment.
